TRAIN DERAILED BY A BALL OF FIBRE. 


Antics of the Lightning at Coney Island and 
Sheepshead Bay.

WILL GET BETTER MAIL SERVICE. 


Towns Surrounding Chicago to Be Greatly 
Benefited by a New Pian. 

Capt. Louis Troy, Superintendent of the 
Railway Mail Service, has sent a requisition to 
Washington for twenty extra mail clerks, 
and with these he expects to work a small rev- 
olution in furnishing mail facilities to all the 
towns of any consequence within 4 radius of 
150 miles of Chicago. 

Elgin, Aurora, Joliet, Rockford, Waukegan, 
and other cities of similar size are all within 
twocr three hours’ ride from Chicago, but 
these cities must all depend upon the regular 


idea is that the morning and evening accom- 
dation trains to these towns can be utilized as 
mail trains by adding a mail car to each train. 
This improvement would result in putting 
into the hands of the people of all these towns 
all Chicago mails posted the same morning. 
Mail sent from. these cities in the morning 
would also be received the same day in Chi- 
cago. Evening news rs from Chicago 
would be received in all these cities through 
the mails the same evening they were poe. 
An order sent to Chicago by a mervhant in 
the morning could be filled the same day. 

** It is something that is greatly needed and 
which can be established at no great ex- 

nse,”’ said Supt. Troy yesterday, “ and we 
elieve our plan will be indorsed at Washing- 
ton and the extra clerks allowed.”

GROSS EXAGGERATION OF FARM AND 
HOME MORTGAGES. 

The preliminary statement of census returns 
of farm and home mortgages in the United 
States should be imteresting reading to the 
Alhance orators and others who have preached 
that the farms of this country are loaded down 
with some 9,000,000 mortgages, the total of in- 
cumbrance bemg more than the property is 
worth. About 2,250,000 farms and homes oc- 
cupied by owners are incumbered by mort- 
gages out of 12,500,000 families in the United 
States. That is, less than one-fourth of the 
people liveon incumbered farms ur homes, 
the other three-quarters occupying farms or 
homes that are either owned by them free of 
debt or rented. The number of incumbrances 
is, therefore, only a quarter of that claimed 
by the Alliance ordtors of the Peffer school 
and the list includes homes of mechanics, 
clerks, and others in the city and village as 
well as farms in the country. 

Furthermore, the census investigations show 
that about two-thirds of the money borrowed 
was on purchase of the real estate. When a 
mechanic in the city or a farmer in the coun- 
try is well enough off to pay down a part of 
the purchase money for a home or farm and 
gets trusted for the rest he is far from being a 
pauper entitled to relief by having Congress 
debase the money of the whole people in order 
to furnith him cheap money with which to 
cheat the man he bought his land from. He 
neither acquires the right to demand that the 
property shall be released to him by the seller 
without full payment of the indebtedness, nor 
tocallon the government te issue to him a 
lot of “ fiat’? money to enable him to swindle 
the seller of the land. by paying in the depre- 
ciated stuff as if it were good money. 

The total amount of these incumbrances is 
two and a half billions ($2,565,000,000), which 
is estimated to be butabout one-third the total 
value of the property mortgaged as security 
for the payment. The average man who has 
borrowed on his house or farm owes one- 


| third of its value and owns the other two- 


thirds. Does that fact constitute him an ob- 
ject of pity? And the total borrowed is hard- 
ly more than 8 per cent of the total value 
of real estate in the United States, 
so that the country as a whole is 
farfrom being overloaded with debt, while 
the Pefferites have been trying to make peo- 
ple believe that 9,000,000 of farms and homes © 
were mortgaged for their full value.

Santo Domingo hastened to make a treaty with 
us. By the arrangement which has been made 
flour and other breadstuffs, potatoes, hay and 
oats, pork and fish, cottonseed oil, agricult- 
ural implements, mining and mechanical 
tools, and material for construction and 
equipment of railways are put on the free 
list, while the duties on cured and canned 
meats and vegetables, manufactures of 2otton, 
iron, and steel not included in the free sched- 
ule, unmanufactured leather, lumber, and 
manufactures of wood, and several other 
articles are reduced 25 per cent. The general 
outlines of the treaty are similar to those 
of the one made with Brazil. 

During the last fiscal year this country sent 
to Santo Domingo $169,000 worth of iron and 
steel and their manufactures, $149,000 worth 
of wheat flour, $117,000 of wood and its 
manufactures, $66,000 of cotton goods, and 
$49,000 of lard. Several of these articles are 
made free and on others the dutics are lowered 
considerably. ‘The consumption of them will 
be greatly increased and the cotton goods now 
purchased in England will be bought here. 
American farmers and manufacturers will be 
benefited by Mr. Blaine’s latest diplomatic 
triumph. It is stated in one of the dispatches 
that a good deal of New England capital is in- 
vested in the island. This reciprocity agree- 
ment, with the increased trade which will fol- 
low, will lead to the investment of more of its 
capital there, and energetic Americans will 
follow their capital to see that it is being well 
handied, They will build narrow-gauge roads 
over the island. They will introduce improved 
machinery on the sugar plantations. They 
will begin handling tropical fruits. When a 
number of good business white men are once 
settled on the island its shipments to the 
United States will become tenfold what they 
are, and the consumption of American prod- 
ucts will increase twentyfold. 

It is time for a change in trade relations. As 
has been stated, the island imports two mill- 
ions’ worth of goods. Ittakes from the United 
States alone $926,000 worth. The agreement 
which has just been made will remedy that 
state of affairs. The sugar and other products 
of Santo Domingo will be paid for in articles 
of American production, and not as now half 
in gold, and it will not be long before the 
shipments from this country to the island will 
be twenty times what they are now. For a 
man whom the Democratic papers persist in 
saying is at the point of death, Mr. Blaine is 
doing some very good work for the industries 
of his country. 


AN IGNORANT SOUTHERN NEWSPAPER. 
The Atlanta Constitution is talkmg foolishly 
op the silver question, and ought tobe brought 
to book. In attempting to review some 
demonstrations recently made by Mr. Edward 
Atkinson it says: 
We must again remind Mr. Atkinson that at the 


time of the demonetization of silver,the bullion in 
a silver dollar was worth more than the bullion in 
a gold dollar. We desire further to remind Mr. 
Atkinson that as nothing has occurred since then, 
except the act of demonetization, to depreciate 
the price of silver, the repeal of the act and the 
free coinage of silver will restore the white metal 
to its old place in our currency, side by side with 
gold, and give to silver bullion its old value. We 


have observed that neither Mr. Atkinson nor any 


monometallist is in possession of arguments or 
facts calculated to show that this position is not 
a reasonable one. We repeat that the deprecia- 
tion of silver in.this country is due to the act of 
demonetization passed in 1873, and that the restora- 
tion of the metal to its old placein the law will 
give it its old value in the currency. 

The Constitution pretends to be the leading 
paper in the State of Georgia. It used to be 
so, but siace the death of its former talented 
editor, Henry Grady, it appears to have been 
losing its standing by exhibiting dense igno- 
rance ona variety of subjects which would 
have been impossible had Grady continued at 
the helm. Evidently the present manage- 
ment needs considerable schooling. If it 
were a little better informed on financial and 
economic topics it would not criticise the ut- 
terances of Mr. Atkinson in the foolhardy way 
quoted above. Mr. Atkinson isa gentleman who 
has won a high reputation asa writer.on sta- 
tistical, economical, and financial subjects. 
He is conservative and moderate in his views, 
deliberate in expressing them, and very care- 
ful about his facts. In thus addressing Mr. 
Atkinson 1n its present uninformed state the 
Constitution is much like a boy of 16 years 
old who should assume to instruct a mature 
college professor, and the act produces much 
| the same sad impression upon a sensible wit- 
ness to it. 

It is true, as stated by the Constitution, that 
at the time silver was demonetized the bullion 
in the silver dollar was worth more than a gold 
dollar. Its average value for that year was 
1.30, nearly, while the par value is 1.293. 
But itis not true that nothing has occurred 
sinée then, excpt the act of demon etization, 
to depreciate the price of silver. The action 


..of Germany had a most important influence. 


The German act of July, 1873, did not demone- 
tize silver, as often alleged. It simply changed 
from the single silver standard to the double 
standard of gold and silver. Actually it per- 
mitted a larger silver coinage per capita 
($2.38) than was found anywhere else in Eu- 
rope,and in the next four years it issued 
nearly two-thirds of that amount. Then Ger- 
many discriminated against silver, and the 
Latin Union (composed of France, Italy, Bel- 
gium, etc.) did the same, because they were in 
danger of suffering. from a drain of gold. 
They did not dare to continue the coinage of 
silver, having already as much of 1 in circula- 
tion as it was deemed prudent to handle with 
a sinking price and the prospect of a still fur- 
ther depreciation in its bullion value. And 
they have never since then resumed. the coin- 
age of silver ; nor has Germany. i Tee 
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mint, because worth more as bullion than as 
coin. Though the mints should be kept run-

CARTER’S CUNNING CONCEALMENT. 

Carter Harrison fired off the first gun of his 
Presidential campaign at South Haven, Mich., 
Wednesday last, or rather, let us say, his bat- 
tery, for his targets were 80 numerous as to 
require an arsenal of all sorts of arms.

Carter is a bloated millionaire, He is even 
worse than that. He isa fat two-millionaire. 

Had the South Haven grangers known this 
secret their reception of the blue-grass eagle 
might not have been so enthusiastic, and they 
might have interrupted ‘him with embarrass- 
ing personal questions. He has turned upon 
his own class. He has fouled his own nest. 
Not until he has sold his sugar trough, his 
Kentucky trotters and Jersey cows can he 
claim kinship with the horny-handed grangers. 
Not until he has given his bonds and bric-a- 
brac and peacocks to the poor can he con- 
scientiously inveigh against the purse-proud 
millionaires, of whom he is one. Itis a per- 
version of latter-day truths for him to go be- 
fore the South Haven peach and pear people 
and boast that he was born in a blue-grass cabin 
and rocked in a sugar trough and lived on 
horseback. They don’t care where he was 
born, or in what he was rocked, or what hob- 
by horse he rode, What they want to know 
is whether he has a big mortgage which he 
wants to pay off with * cheap money.”’ When 
therefore they find out that he is a two-million- 
aire and not a horny-handed toiler, that he is 
one of the high caste Brahmans and owes no 
mortgage and is not yearning for cheap 
money to cheat his creditors there will be a 
collapse in his popularity in South Haven. 
There will be no more peaches or flowers and 
no more ruddy grape juice for him. 
His concealment of the two-millionaire item 
will injure his chances for the Alliance nomi- 
nation. If he is seriously intending to make 
the race he must divest himself at once of his 
millions, bric-&-brac, and peacocks, and exe- 
cute a mortgage on what is left, and then 
howl for a Cheap John money to pay it off, 
He will then be eligible as a candidate in the 
Peffer-Polk crowd—not before.

When Gov. Campbell says he is a Garfield 
protectionist he spits on the platform of his 
own party, on which he is running for reélec- 
tion. it reads thus: 

We are op to all class legislation, and be- 
lieve in a tariffevied for the sole purpose of pro- 
ducing revenue sufficient to defray the legitimate 
expenses of the government economically admin- 
istered. . . . 

We favor a graded income tax. 

Garfield believed in protective duties as 
long as they weng necessary. The platform of 
the Ohio Democrats pronounces against a 
duty which gives any protection, however 
much needed, lt is necessarily for the imposi- 
tion of duties on tea, coffee, and sugar, and 
the like, and for the edllection of what aadi- 
tional revenue may be needed bya graded 
income tax on the wage fund of employers of 
labor.

Count von Munster gave me the account of 
the visit he paid Prince Bismerck on the day 
of the Prince’s fall. He gaveme shortly after- 
wards the details which I published, beeause I 
thougnt they formed a striking chapter shuw- 
ing the Chancellor’s state of mind at the 
moment of his disgrace. I still think ita page 
in history which neither Count von Munster 
nor I had any right to mn A back, 
because it certainly gives 
and most complete idea of 
feelings of Prince Bismarck at that critical 
moment of his life, and is also the key which 
makes us understand why the young Emperor 
disgraced him and the motives ch infiu- 
enced him in the choice of Gen. von Caprivi as 
his successor. I considered myself authorized 
to publish this interview because Count von 
Munster had not said a word to preclude my 
doing so,and I may here observe I never in 
my journalistic life have published a single 
word which I was not authorized to publish by 
those who uttered @, and in the diplomatic 
world the discretion which I observe when I 
am required not to publish what is told me is 
quite understood. 

An Interview with the Pope. 

** Thus, for instance, every one knows that 
some years ago when in Rome I had a con- 
versation of over two hours with the present

Agriculturists are said to be more active 

than any other class in making preparations 
tor the Exposition. The display of grains, 
grasses, and cereals at the Exposition will 
undoubtedly be the most comprehensive and 
perfect-ever made. The arrangements being 
made for such a display by the Western and 
Northern States would indicate this. In order 
to secure the finest specimens for the Exposi- 
tion, the agricultural boards of many of the 
States are now ‘offering liberal cash prizes 
for all kinds of grain and grasses, to 
be shown at the State fairs the coming fall. It 
is provided that all exhibits become the prop- 
erty of the fair boards, so that a large num- 
ber of first-class exhibits will be in the hands 
of ‘the boards from which to select the World’s 
Fair exhibit. County and district fair asso- 
ciations are making the same offers. Next 
year. similar prizes se will be offered, and more 
specimens secured. By thus providing for the 
- assem pa a in advance the possibil- 
ity is avoided of being compelled to depend 
on the grass and grain of next season, which 
may be below standard because of drought or 
deluge. On the other hand, the crops of next 
season may be finer than this. Kansas took 
the initiative in this matter, and many States 
have ado the same plan.

The Attention of the St. Louls Man Called 
to the Contract Labor Law—Some Strik- 
ing Intimations Also Furnished Him—

excuse that the Superintendent of Immigra- 
tion was his authority.

CHICAGO ENTERPRISE IN HONDURAS. 


Central American Republic. 

Wasninaton, D, C., July 30.—[Special.]— 
Chicago capitalists are spreading out through 
Central America and pushing important en- 
terprises. The Government of Honduras has 
entered into a contract with E. W. Perry of 
Chicago for the constrution of roads in the in- 
terior of the country and for transportation 
facilities. Lack of sufficient communication 
has been an insuperable barrier to the coun- 
try’s progress; the socalled mountain roads 
are little more than mule-tracks, impassable 
for wagons, and it has been almost impossible 
to convey to the interior the heavy machinery 
for the proper working of the mines. Under 
this:contract he is to build from the capital, 
Tegucigalpa, to the junction of the Uaspresni 
or Guampa and the Guaype Rivers a national 
wagon road, and over this and all other 
wagon roads that he shall construct in con- 
nection with it he is to have the exclusive 
right for twenty-five years to trans- 
port 1 the mails, passengers, mer- 
chandise, and natural products, agricultural, 
mineral, or industnal. This ro ill open a 
most beautiful section of the country, com- 
prising nearly all the eastern half, to the com- 
merce of the world; a ion rich in silver, 
gold, and copper, trave in all directions 
by miles of fertile valley. The actual con- 
struction of road .is now about to be un- 
dertaken, and six months, it is believed, will 
see a wagon-way, something unknown in this 
part of Honduras, extending in good condi- 
tion from the capital to the mouth of the Uas- 
presni. Its completion will enable passengers 
and freight to be conveyed from the capital to 
the Atlantic in less than two days, now a jour- 
ney requiring seven days to accomplish and 
presenting many difficulties on the way. To 
cover necessary expenses and repairs certain 
rates of charges or tolis are fixed by the agree- 
ment, which may, however, be increased 
should they be found insufficient for the pur- 
pose. By the terms of the contract there is 
granted exemption frum military duties for 
the employés of the road, and immunity from 
local and municipal duties in the importation 
of whatever may be required in the undertak- 
ing. Among conditions are the free car- 
riage of all mail niatter, conveyance of gov- 
ernment employés at half price, and the es- 
tablishment of special cheap rates for govern- 
ment freighta, 


INDIAN DEPREDATION CLAIMS, 


Thousands of Them Are Already Upon the

Until it crosses the canal the gen- 
eral direction: of the channel will be nearly 
westward. When it meets the Ogden Ditch, 
in the section marked 5, it bends somewhat to 
the south and proceeds along the Ogden Ditch 
until it reaches a point below Summit. 

The outer lines mark the limit of the right 
of way on either side. The middle line indi- 
cates the middle of the proposed channel, 

The right of way at Western avenue and 
until the canal is reached is 600 feet wide. From 
the canal tothe Ogden Ditch the average width 
is 700 feet, Along the Ogden Ditch to Sum- 


i 


mit the right of way is 800 feet wide cn the 
average. The average width of the channel 
will be 180 feet, as at present contemplated. 
The spaces matked 2, 3, 4, 6, and 7, indicat- 
ing deviations from the general right of way, 


‘are accounted for in this way: The extra spaces 


are corners -of subdivisions or lots of land. 
The space included within the general line 
produced would cost as much as the whole 
subdivision or lot, So the corners were taken 
in within the right of way. The Drainage 
Board may yet utilize them. 

The larger space marked 5 is just at the 
head of the Ogden Ditch. There a tract of 
about forty acres is included, so that the 
Drainage District may be able to control the 
dockage, yardage, etc., at that point. 

The lines are again extended just above 
Summit in order to take in the 1,500 acres of 
marsh land which are overflowed atflood times. 
It is considered cheaper to pay for those lands 
now and utilize them for the general purposes 
of the scheme than to pay damages pn them 
every time a flood happens. It is proposed 
to construct a dike along the banks of the 
channel through this low ground so as to re- 
strain the water in flood times. These dikes 
will be furnished with gates, so that in the 
event of overflow the flood waters may ts 
turned back into the channel. 

There is some objection on the of one or 
two of the Commissioners to the feet width 
of stream below the point where the Odgen 
Ditch 1s met, but the majority maintain that 
this is necessary for dockage ae and 
also for the proper disposition of the excava- 
tions during the cutting. The additional cost 
over that for a 600-feet right of way on ac- 
count of the platting of the ground is a mere 
trifle. 

A feature of the condemnation ordinance is, 
that it provides lands . con- 
demned for right of way shall be 
paid for by general taxation imposed 
by the Drainage Trustees, and also from 
moneys raised by special assessment. It is 
intended to levy a special assessment on the 

roperty along the South Fork where it will 
= widened, deepened, and cleansed, as that 
property will be specially benefited by the 
improvements. The packing-house properties 
also are likely to come in for special assess- 
ment, and it may be the whole Stock-Yards 
region.

‘The contract for the work was let in Novem- 
ber to Messrs. Sheridan & Byrne, whose bid 
for building the establishment was lower than 
any of their competitors. Work was not com- 
menced immediately, as much had to be done 
before the site was ready. The area 
of the island was something less than 
five acres, which was insufficient for 
the purpose. It was increased to 
eight by driving piles around the water front 
and filling in the vacant places with earth. 
Then, too, the old naval magazine had to be 
eliminated and the ground where it formerly 
stood leveled. This required much time, but 
at last it was com and the builders be- 
gan their part of contract. 

The huge structure as it now stands almost 
covers the entire island. It is of ae oes oy 
lar style of architecture, three-storied with 
tower at each corner. The ground and upper 
floor measures 404x152 feet. The first 
will be devoted to railway and baggage trans- 
fer and ticket offices. the second floor 
will be situated the registry clerks, and there 
is where the imutigrants will be held and ex- 
amined. A gallery which extends completely 
around this floor will allow an inspection of 
the immigrants by the immigration authori- 
ties or others interested without the necessity 
of actual contact with them. Sleepmg ar- 
rangements are provided in the story above 
for such of the immigrants as are compelled 
to spend nights in the establishment. 

_ Each of the towers contains four floors, and 
in these will be the offices of the Superin- 
tendent of Immigration and his assistants. 
None of the officers except the surgeon will re- 
side upon the island. His quarters are ina

pellate Court. — 

In the Court of Appeals yesterday Judge 
Moran eee oe an opinion in the case of 
Pthe Ga City railroad company vs. 
George A. Hook and Edgar C. Greene which 
outlines the power of service on foreign cor- 
porations. The opinion reverses the decision 
of Judge Anthony in the Superior Court. 
Messrs. Hook and Greene brought suit in 

the Superior Court against the railroad com- 
pany, and the return by the Sheriff showed 
that the summons was served on the corpora- 
tion by delivering a copy to W. H. Sinclair, 
President and director of the company. 

The defendant filed a plea in abatement 
objecting to the junsdiction of the court be- 
cause it was @ corporation doing business in 
the State of Texas; that the location of its 
business was at Galveston; that the President 
was not on official business when served with 
process in this State, but was attending to his 
own affairs and pleasure. 

It was admitted, however, that while in Chi- 
cago Sinclair telegraphed to a person in Min- 
nesota who once desired to buy the property 
of the company, but nothing came of the 
matter, and Sinclair had no authority to ac- 
cept any proposihon. Judge Anthony sus- 
tained a demurrer to the plea and judgnient 


| was entered against the company. 


“‘ We are of opinion,” said the court, * that 
such message sent from Chicago under the 
circumstances stated in the plea was not such 
an act as brought the corporation of which 
Sinclair was President in legal contemplation 
within the State so as to be found within the 
State for the purpose of service of process 
upon it. 

‘* A merely casual offer to receive a propo- 
sition relative to the business of the company 
is not the'transaction of business which au- 
thorizes the conclusion that tne company 
is doing its business in this State. 
To be found within a State 
a foreign corporation must have sent its agent 
on whom service is made to the State to con- 
duct its business: therein, either continuously 
or for a time, so as to complete a transaction 
or an — rise, or at least charged with the 
duty of working a particulat contract in the 
State or nasstiahing therein for thecompany.’’ 
Judge Anthony was reversed. 

Judge Tuley’s conclusions in the suit of 
Selah ve against Thomas J. Sutherland 
were sustained by the Appellate Court. Reeve 
filed a bill alleging that Sutherland purchased 
his claim for $150,000 against the Great West- 
ern Telegraph company while acting as his 
attorney and that Sutherland assigned the 
claim to David A. Gage without consideration. 
Sutherland denied he was the attorney 
for Reeve, and said that a valuable considera- 
tion passed to Gage. Judge Tuley held that 
the paper to Gage was without consideration 
and that although in fact Sutherland had sep- 
arated from Reeve since the transaction, he 
(Sutherland ) ae continued to act in the 
case, and sign ve’s name against the 
latter’s ssusaads t. the relations of attorney and 
client were retained. 

Judge Moran holds that the case turns prin- 
ci and almost wholly on the relation 
which Sutherland sustained to Reeve on the 
record of the court. The decree of the court 
below is affirmed, not on the ground that 
Sutherland committed any act of fraud or in- 
tended wrong in ring an interest in the

If it was a great folly for the farm- 
ers to rush pell mell with their corn into ee 
ket a year anda half ago, thereby glatting it so 
badly as to knock the bottom out of > ert 
prices, would it not be equally foolish for them to 
hold their wheat the market by prearrange- 
ment inorder to produce an artificial famine? 
Such an act would defeat their own dishonest 
scheme by imposing conditions which would 
largely check consumption, and. they would then 
be forced to sell at lower prices after their corner 
scheme had collapsed on their hands. The ad- 
vocates of that proposition seem to forget that 
even in this country a material advance in prices 
would much diminish consumption, and that such 
efiect would be far greater among the poorly paid 
consumers of the old world.

But it may be replied to him that the 
farmers would be highly inconsistent to attempt 
to run a corner on consumers when they too have 
been for years past cryizig out against corners and 
monopolies and trusts and some of them have 
recently procured the passage of State laws for- 
bidding and punishing sach combinations. 

The real relief for the farmers must come 
from the finding of wider markets for their prod- 
uce, and that cannot be done by a resolve to put 
up prices irrespective of demand. reci- 
procity policy of Mr. Blaine is the only measure 
thus far advanced for the furnishing of such 
wider markets, and it is already working weil, 
with a reasonable prospect of being extended in 
its scope to take in the whole of this continent as 
a customer for our breadstuffs as well as many 
of our manufactires. What the farmers should 
do is to use their influence in favor of suth ex- 
tension, and then prepare to take advantage of 
it. That will be far het better than the advocacy of 
impracticable schemes
